Grieved at heart, and afraid to enter | 
her chamber without some effort to warn and | 
to save, I soon discontinued my visits, content- | 
ing myself with occasional calls and enquiries | 
relative to her health. After the lapse of two! 
or three mouths, her symptoms became alarm. | 
ing, and I feared, should she perish without | 
farther effurt on.my part, her blood would be | 
in my skirts. I again entered her chamber, | 
and spoke to her of the necessity of being pre- | 
pared for death and heaven. With distressing 
wildness of expression she besought me to. 
spare her on a subject so terrifying—pleaded | 
her weakness—the state of her nerves—and | 
desired me to call as ofien as convenient, and | 
converse on indifferent subjects, but to never 
introduce the subject of religion. I replied, 
dear M , how can you urge such a request, 
when you are evidently on the verge of eterni- | 
ty? Oh! name it not, she exclaimed ; I cannot, | 
will not hear it. I remarked that her pecu-| 
liarly dangerous situation forced me to see her | 
again. 


It was my duty—a duty which involv-| 
ed a fearful responsibility, to tell her, what 1.

If you are-too low to bear such sub- 
jects, the present is the time to attend to the 
messages of grace, you may never be better 
able. With an increased wildness, and an en 
ergy that surprised and shocked me, she again 
begged I would desist,—refused to hear—or 
suffer me to pray, or visit her again if I spoke 
of religion. Wjth a few words of warning I 
retired. Her disease contrary to expectation, 
proved to be a lingering one.

At the expiration of this time, a 
message came to my house, earnestly request- 
ing immediate attendance. M—-— thought 
her last night had arrived. {t was 10 o'clock, 
and in an hour or two she supposed, her spirit 
would stand before God.—I was from home, but 
returning next day, received the message and 
hastened to her habitation, with new born 
hopes.

A FAITHFUL PASTOR, 

The following extracts from the Memoir of Dr. 
Payson, exhibit the character of a Pastor, who had 
a just sense of the improvement of time, and of the 
worth of souls. 


‘* His labors were never suspended, unless 
physical debility rendered the prosecution of 
them impossible. His religion was not inter- 
mittent. With him time was a precious talent, 
and he ‘* paid no moment, but in purchase of 
its worth.” He would not willingly suffer an 
hour to pass away, without some effort for the 
recovery of lost sinners. Whatever were the 
declension of those around him, his ardor in 
religion, and his exertions for its advancement, 
suffered no visible abatement. On the contra- 
ry, the darkest times were those, in which he 
was eminently ‘* jealous for the Lord of Hosts,” 
a living witness to the power of divine grace, 
and a living reproof to such as ‘ had gone away 
backward.’ When he saw his fellow men in- 
different to their own salvation; when he saw 
“ reigning crime and hastening death,” it was 
‘*a spectacle which made” his heart ache, 
and ‘*his eyes weep.”” He expostulated, he 
warned, he entreated, he mourned in secret 
places, he ‘* ran between the dead and the liv- 
ing,” and earnestly interceded with God to in- 
terpose for their salvation. He could * not 
hold his peace, nor take rest,’ when Zion was 
in affliction, and ‘ none coming to the solemn 
feast.’ As it respects the progress of the Re- 
deemer’s cause, lie seemed always to glow with 
the spirit and feelings, which most are accus- 
tomed to regard as a privilege peculiar to a 
time of general revival. These feelings must 
have been subject to some inequalities, even 
in him ; but they seem never to have sunk to a 
point, which was not above the standard of at- 
tainment with ordinary men in their mo-t favor- 
ed seasons. He was, indeed, ofien discoura- 
ged with respect to himself, and his own per- 
sonal prospects ; but if he ever suffered any 
declension in zeal for the glory of God in the 
salvation of others, it was of such temporary 
duration, as to produce no perceptible effect on 
his use of means. If there was a time. during 
his whole ministry, when he was not ardently 
desirous, and, to the extent of his ability, ac- 
tively laborious, for the conversion of sinners, 
the fact was not observable by his people, nor 
even by his most intimate friends,”

The subject which he so nat- 
urally and easily introduced, he would expa- 
tiate upon, and illustrate, and hold the listen- 
ing company in fixed and solemn attention, 
from one to three hours. Here were witness- 
ed some of the most enrapturing and powerful 
strains of his sacred eloquence.

| SABBATH SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


Too many of our Sabbath School children 
have formed the habit of reading very hastily. 
Too many only give attention enough to their 
book to get the general run of the story and 
then hasten to exchange it for another, to be 
treated in the same uncivil manner. If any one 
doubts this assertion, let him examine for him- 
self, and he will need no stronger evidence. 

But if such a habit has been formed, and is 


suffered to become more general and perma- 


nent, who can calculate the unhappy influence 
it will inevitably exert upon the intellectual 
character of the nation? For we should al- 
ways remember that Sabbath Schools in the 
United States embrace many, if not most of the 
children who will receive a public education, 
and become the most distinguished civilians, 
physicians and divines in our land. 
these children form bad habits of reading and 
thinking while in the Sabbath School, they may 
feel its unhappy influence to such an extent 
through the whole course of their collegiate 
and professional studies, as shall detract much 
from their intellectual greatness and usefulness 
through life. 

Those who have seen and lamented this evil, 
have long been labouring to devise some plan 
which should effectually break up the habit.— 
And we now believe a plan may be adopted, 


which will not only counteract the influence of 


this bad habit, but accomplish much good.— 
Let all the scholars and the teacher of a class 
be furnished with a copy of the same book at 
the same time. Let the teacher divide the 
book into two or three portions, and examine 
the whole class upon one of them at the close 
of the regular recitation each Sabbath, until 
the book is finished, and then pass it to anoth- 
er class, to be used in the same way. The 
same set of books may thus pass through the 
whole school, always supplying as many schol- 
lars as there are individuals in a class. 

This plan of supplying aSabbath School li- 
brary, excepting the book furnished the teach- 
er, will cost no more than the old one. And 
it will enable each school to make a more 
choice selection and still furnish a sufficient va- 
riety to supply the school. It will save much 
time and labor in exchanging the books. When 
class No. 1 has finished its set of books, the li- 
brarian has only to furnish a new set, and pass 
the old one to class No. 2, and the set No. 2, 
to 3, and so through the school. And even 
this is to be dune only once in two or three 
weeks. It will enable the teachers to ques- 


any thing Of particular Importance that they find 
in the book in the hands of the whole class ; 
which they could not do, if each scholar had a 
different book, and the teacher none. 

The practice of requiring children to tell 
what they have read, will soon compel them to 
read with care, greatly assist them in remem- 
bering what they have read, and aid them in 
acquiring the habit of communicating their 
ideas in familiar conversation and extempore 
speaking with fluency and ease. 

Ifsuch books as have recently been publish- 
ed bythe Mass. S. S. Union, in the form of 
Conversations on the Bible, the different Mis- 
siunary stations, and the American Tract Soci- 
ety, be thus introduced, our S. S. teachers and 
scholars will soon acquire a more thorough 
practical knowledge of the Scriptures, and of 
the most important benevolent Christian efforts 
of the age in which they live. And their in- 
terest in these objects will be sure to increase 
with their increase of knowledge. These 
books have already led scholars, who had nev- 
er before taken any interest in sending the gos- 
pel to the heathen, to form themselves into 
missionary associations, to meet once in two 
weeks, and to ply their needles for the benefit 
of missions, while they listen to one reading 
interesting missionary information.
